DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does 
not teach or suggest "a cartridge for an inkjet printer comprising a casing that houses a 
printing fluid storage that defines an enclosed volume for holding a supply of printing 
fluid; and a pagewidth printhead mounted to the casing in fluid communication with the 
printing fluid storage; and the casing is configured for releasable engagement with the 
inkjet printer such that the casing and all the pagewidth printhead are simultaneously 
user removable and replaceable as a single component".
